If Captain Payson's theory is correct there 
would be no rivers in the civilized world. 
W ashings from agricultural processes are 
no greater in California than in any other 
country. 
H ydraulic m ining, however, is 
peculiar to this State.

ver coin w ould give to them no sm all share 
of the business now falling to Belgium . 
T he m otives o f th e Belgium G overnm ent 
cannot be easily understood, since her re­ 
fusal now or in the future to redeem tiie 
silver coin w hich has (lowed from her bor­ 
ders to France m ust involve her in m any 
difficulties of an unprofitable nature w ith 
th at country, both in com m erce and diplo­ 
m acy. it will be understood jh a t tlie ques­ 
tion of bim etallism is n o tin any sense or 
to any degree involved in tiie conference. 
Un tlie contrary, all are agreed, Belgium 
included, that there shall be no further 
coinage ol silver, and if the union be re­ 
newed it w ill be w ith the stipulation that 
such coinage sh all not be resum ed except 
by th e com m on consent of all th e G overn­ 
m ents. 
Tlie sole practical purpose o f tlie 
conference is to arrange tor a new lease of 
three or five years, at the end o f w hich, ii' 
th e union expires, tiie several countries wilt 
each redeem in gold its ow n silver coin, 
and in the m eanw hile will have an oppor­ 
tu n ity to prepare for such redem ption.

for the unlim ited coinage of th e present 
five-franc pieces, no one opposes it m ore 
ardently than M. Cernusclii, the cham pion 
oí bim etallism , w ho w ittily describes them 
as assignats inetallir/ues, a term w hich would 
equally apply to th e A m erican “ standard” 
dollars.

Santa Cruz, August 19, 1SS5. 
Y'our war correspondent was awakened 
at 5 a . m . to-day by the boom of cannon, 
the roll of drum s and the blast of bugle. In 
a few moments tlie camp was a scene of 
activity, tlie men were out of their tents 
! and answering to roll-call. There was a 
■ soft, bracing and invigorating breeze from 
' tlie ocean, the dashing of ihe waves could 
he distinctly heard, and the hills surround­ 
ing the camp echoed back tlie strains of 
music which were being sent fortli bv 
seven of the best bands in the sítate. No 
scene in arm y fife is more interesting to the 
am ateur than the sudden awakening of tlie 
camp at that early morning hour. The 
usual morning drills were gone through 
with, after which all the hoys who could 
get perm its were oft' for Santa Cruz, the 
beach, and a num ber 


LEFT FOR THE BIG TREES. 
Those who w ent to tlie latter resort took 
tlie Narrow-gauge Railroad, and after a 
ride of twenty minutes—through a de- 
ligiittul country, extensive forests, num er­ 
ous tunnels, deep cuts, anil along steep 
hillsides—we arrived at tlie far-famed Big 
Trees. The company <fi-embarked, and 
after wandering around through (hat grand 
old primeval forest, whose mammoth trees 
no doubt rank in age witli the Christian 
era, they returned, arriving in Santa Cruz 
at 12 o’clock. The largest trees in the 
group are named " Riant," “ Ida,” " H a t­ 
tie." 
“ Jum bo,” 
“ Bob 
Ingersoll” and 
“ General F rem o n t” 
The “ Giant” is *20 
feet in diameter and GO feet in circumfer­ 
ence. Thirteen men of our party by taking 
hold of hands could just encircle it. Some 
of them rise to bights between 20o and 300 
leet. They grow close together, and their 
interm ingling of branches makes a dense 
shade. 
In the hollow of one of the tallest 
trees—“ General Frem ont”—twenty per­ 
sons can staniL In fact it Is equal in size 
to a 10x12 rwvm. Two windows are cut 
through to’the hollow, lighting up tlie in­ 
side and m aking it look quite cheerful. 
Many thousand people have walked around 
in the hollow of 


THAT MONARCH OK THE FOREST, 
And its walls are covered witli their carved 
names and printed cards. Among the lat­ 
ter we noticed m any names of Sacramento 
people. 
Through the little valley occupied by 
those giant redwoods trickles a clear, pure 
and sparkling stream of water. 
Its banks 
are covered with twining vines, flowers and 
a variety of green trees and shrubs. The 
hillsides, and in fact all the ground, is cov­ 
ered with several varieties of ferns. 
It isa 
most delightful place for campers, and 
many avail themselves of this opportunity 
to pitch their tent in a spot where nature 
seems to approach sublim ity. The propri­ 
etor, Joseph Ball, lias during the past year 
cleared out the underbrush, made camping 
and picnic grounds, erected a dancing plat­ 
form, cottages to rent and a good hotel, 
where the tourist is well and reasonably 
entertained. 


SACRAMENTANS ON TH E UEACn. 
The fun at tiie beach to-day was unlim it­ 
ed, and monopolized by Sacramentans, 
both as to bathers and lookers on. Over 
sixty members of the Sacramento regiment 
were at one tim e floundering in the waves.

About ti:3 0 p. m . to-day about seventy-,

The remark is made in the article referred 
to, “ whether the cedar grows after the 
manner of a graft, or whether it has a tap­ 
root extending down through the oak, are 
questions to be determined.” 
My object 
in writing this is to “ dctetm inc” that 
question. 
There is a precisely similar instance of 
growth in this old m ining camp. 
Some 
twenty-five years ago a cedar seed term i­ 
nated in the top of an oak stub, which was 
twelve or fourteen feet high, shout thirty 
•'lies in diameter. 
The oak was sound 
all appearances on the outside, and 
a vigorous growth o f branches near the 
top. 
W hen the little cedar lirst made its 
appearance, thequestion was raised whether 
the little fellow would live anti make a 
tree 
out. 
T im e has rolled on, and the cedar has 
conquered the oak. 
T od ay the cedar is 
twelve inches in diameter at its base, and 
about lifteen feet high, and 33 perfect a 
specimen as Mr. Iirundage’s picture shows, 
only not so large. 
Tltc oak still lias some 
growing lim bs near the top and one side of 
the stub is sound, while on the other, 
through decay and tin pressure of thegrow- 
iiijjlap root ot ll.c cedar m i lire inside a 
strip o f the oak. from top to bottom, has 
fallen away of late years, showing the 
clean tap root o f the cedar inside o f the 
oak from top to the ground, which is now 
about ten inches in diameter. 
Now, if Mr. Brandase, or soiue other 
artist, will take a "photo” of this s - -cimen 
from the decayed side o f the oLi:, and 
place it with the picture you have c f the 
other specimen, it will settle all questions 
as to " graft or tap root.” and demonstrate 
just how nature does it. This specimen is 
I "ated within the “corporate lim its” o f our 
s settlement, and close to the west side 
•* road lending from Bullard's Bar to 
.llenge Mill.

Coli mbos, August 20th.—The 
Demo­ 
cratic State Convention was late in assem­ 
bling this morning, owing to difficulty in 
getting 
seats for delegates and visitors. 
The Sub-Committee on Resolutions re­ 
mained in session until 5 o'clock this morn 
ing, anti then, being unable to agree, 
turned the subject over to the full com ­ 
mittee, which was still in session at 10 
o'clock. 
The Convention was called to order at 
10:45 a . >t„ and the Committee on Perma­ 
nent Organization reported lion . John l ’ol- 
lett, of ( incinnati, for permanent Chair­ 
man. 
The principal feature o í the short 
speech made by rollett was a strong in­ 
dorsement of the present National Adm in­ 
istration, and complimenting the Conven­ 
tion on the favorable auspices under which 
it had met. 
The Committee on Creden­ 
tials reported all delegations full, and no 
contest. 
A scene was created in the Convention 
at this point by the introduction of W. A. 
Miles, ot Columbus, a member o f the 
committee appointed at the late meeting of 
the Slate Voter.-,' Union to memorialize the 
State Conventions of tliejtwo parlies for a 
resubmissi.m of the Second Amendment 
to a vote of the people. The report asked 
the resubmission of the Second Am end­ 
ment, closing saloons on Sunday, and the 
general remedy of existing evils from drink 
traffic. 
A great uproar was created in the 
Cun volition by a glass of water being handed 
to Miles wliil I he was reading the report. 
It was referred to the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions u n d etlh e rules. 
The Committee on Resolutions not being 
ready to rejKul, tlia Convention proceeded 
with the nomination o f a candidate for 
Governor. Ca.jgressman George \V. Geddes 
was the first b|i]ipear, and offered the name 
of Governor 1 loudly. in quite a lengthy 
speech, reeitir| his brilliant record as G ov­ 
ernor and his Sliuinistration, anti also pav­ 
ing a high cnnBtliment to Judge Thurtuan, 
and a n n o u n efg that he could not allow 
the use of his lam e before the Convention. 
Geddes coticliflcd his eloquent effort by 
moving t he suAiension of the rules and the 
nom ination 
i f Hoadly bv acclamation. 
This was receijcd w ith'long applause, and 
no word o f objection was heard to the mo­ 
tion. 
General M ia k el Rvan, of Cincinnati, fol­ 
lowed, second! ig the motion, and defending 
the <¡oveinor 
length against the charges 
that lie had Bade mistakes. 
W hen the 
motion was pu[. the voice was unanimous 
and cntbusiuslc. with the exception of a 
ie\v voices fronlthe Hamilton county dele­ 
gation. 
After a committee had been ap­ 
pointed to w ajt on Governor Hoadly and 
bring him beilre the Convention, W . V. 
Marquis, 
of ¡logan countv, in a short 
speech, proseó led the name of John 
Warwick, of ilassillon, for renotuination 
for Li eutenan t- 4 over nor. 
The motion was 
im mediately put. and carried unanimnuslv, 
amid great upp¿use. 
Charles D. 'lartin was nom inated for 
Supreme Judge. 
On the third Ballot Gibson Otberton was 
nominated for t ie vacancy on the Supreme 
ITench, vice Okey. deceased. 
The ticket 
was completed by the nomination of I’eter 
Brady for Treasurer, James Lawrence for 
Attorney-General and H enrv W eible for 
member of the Iluard of Public Works. 
All were nominated by acclamation. 
The 
platform was read at 2:30 t\ m., and several 
sections were received with applause, and 
unanim ously adopted. 
The Convention 
then adjourned. The platform reads: 
“ First—We congratulate the country 
upon the election and inauguration ot the 
Democratic candidates for President and 
Vice-President o f tlie United States. These 
fortunate events and the wise administra­ 
tion that has followed have already dis- 
pclled the illusion that Democratic success 
is inconsistent with the business interests 
of the country or perilous to the rights of 
freedom. 
The revival o f prosperity anil 
tlie increase in the value of 
property 
already begun, has demonstrated the be­ 
neficence o f Democratic principles, even 
before any sessions of Congress have ena­ 
bled the country to realize the full fruition 
of their application by legislation. 
“ .Second—We 
congratulate 
President 
Cleveland and liis Cabinet on the auspic­ 
ious beginning they have made in the 
necessary reforms of Government, and 
heartily indorse their administration. 
" Third—V, e approve the measures taken 
by a Democratic Congress for preventing 
the acquisition of unnecessary lands by 
railroad companies, and the Democratic 
President in firmly holding public lands 
lor public use. and in preventing their un­ 
lawful occupation. 
‘ Fourth—W e affirm the platform of 
principles adopted by tlie Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention held at Chicago in is St.

In 
the order o f their importance the chief 
products are coffee, logwood, cotton, hides, 
goatskins, sugar, mahogany and various 
woods. 
The land o f both islands, whether 
on the m ountains or plains, is fertile and 
productive beyond anything that one can 
describe. 
It is capable of producing the 
tropical fruits, oranges, bananas, pineap­ 
ples, mangoes, in great abundance. 
There 
is no well-directed system o f general cult­ 
ure of these products, either among A m eri­ 
cans or natives. The truth is that, although 
these countries have been independent for 
years, the products constituting their ex­ 
ports are m ainly tlie result o f spontaneous 
natural growth. 
Cultivated with any de­ 
gree o f wisdom and efficiency, the yield 
would be fabulous in quantify anil value,
